Jmport licences will be issued for the 
value calculated a pack value ot Rs. 30 c.i.f. per tape recorder, based on their actual production 
of such tape recorders during 12 months from 1-4-1968 to 31-3-1969 increased by ;o% thereof 
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I’ur expansion. The licences will be valid lor the import ol the following componcnts/malerials 
only, subject to the value limit indicated against each ;

6, .‘\pphLatioiis fioni existing bSl units manulaeturing hearng aids who were granted import 
licences in April, 1968-March 1969 will be considei ed lor actual user licences for import of compo- 
ncnts/materials required for hcring aids. Import licences will be issued for the value calculated at 
a pack value of Rs. 47 50 c.i.f, per hearing aid based on the actual production of hearing aids during 
twelve months Iron! 1-4-1968 to 31-3-1969 inci cased bv jo"!, thereof for expansion. The import 
licences will he valid for the import of the following componcnts/matcrials onW subject to the value 
limits indicated therein :— 

1. Hearing Aids Earphonc/T'elcphonc Receiver (Miniaturise.!). 

2. Hearing Aid Microphone (Miniaturised). 

3. Bone Conductor. 

4. Headband. 

5. Earmould and P.armould aitachcment.

17. Import bccnccB for componcnts/matcrials issued for the manufacture of hearing aids 
under this policy can also be utilised for the import of components required for the servicing o 1 
hearing aids, up to 5% of the tacc value ot the licence within the overall face value. 

18. The applications for licences should also be accompanied by a certilicatc of Ghartrcd 
Accountant or of the concerned State Director of Industries indicating the number of hearing aids 
produced by the applicant unit daring twelve months from 1-4-1968 10 31-3-1969. A copy of 
the statement should also be endorsed to the Depth of Defence Supplies, New Delhi and Deve- 
1 opment Commissioner (Small Scale Industries), New Delhi. 

19. Apphcations for import hcences under this policy should be made 1 1 the regional licensing 
authority concerned in the prescribed form and manner. The existing units i.e. those who obtained 
import licences for the period April 1968 March 1969 should make applications direct to the liccus 
lug authority concerned, after utilising the previous setof licences,for raw materials, components 
and spares to the extent of 90% by way of opening letter of credit or 60% by Way of actual 
importation or 70% by way of shipment. The applications should be accompanied by evidence 
showing utilisation of the previous set ofliccnccs in the form of original or photostat of the Exchange 
Control or Customs Copy of the licenccCs), as the case may be. 

New Units 

20. Applications tor grant of import licences for the import of electronic componcuLs/matenals 
as arc permissible to the existing units under the provisions of the policy will also be considered 
from new small scale units who want to set up production of valve type radio receivers, transistor 
radio receivers including low-priced radio receivers, amplifiers, car radios, microphones. The 
applications from such units alongwith staiemcat(s) showing the production during 1968-69, v 
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any, as indicated in pains 3 j 6j 9 and 12 above should reach the concerned State Director of Indus¬ 
tries on or before Jthe 30th September, 1969 after which no applicaUona will be considered. The 
new units should also send copy of their statement regarding production, if any, during 1968-69 to 
the Depanment of Defence Supplies, South Block, New Delhi and Office of the Development 
Commissioner (Small Scale Industries) Nirman Bhavan, New Delhi. Applications from new 
units who want to set up production of tape recorders andfor hearing aids will also be considered 
on the above basis but the last date for receipt of applications for the same will be 31-10-1969.
